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Two locked up for 
machete robbery

VIOLENT criminals who took 
part in a raid where a man 
was attacked with a machete 
have been jailed. 

The court heard one of the robbers 
had been out of prison just five days 
when the attack happened in 
Mildenhall. 

Ipswich Crown Court was also told 
fellow members of the gang were still at 
large. 

The flat occupant was threatened 
during the terrifying incident as he tried 
to throw a mobile phone to his 
girlfriend to alert police. He was then 
struck on the leg with the back of the 
weapon, the court heard. 

On Monday, Aron Chalk, 20, was 
jailed for six years and eight months and 
his co-defendant lamie Dale, 18, was 
sent to a Young Offenders Institution for 
four years and eight months. 

The court was told Chalk, of 
Kingfisher Close, Haverhill and Dale, 
formerly from the town but now of no 
fixed address, had both pleaded guilty to 
a charge of robbery. 

The incident at a flat in Cobblers 
Court, Mildenhall on November 11 last 
year began when the occupant, 
Matthew Gross, heard someone come 
up the stairs and then saw Chalk head 
towards his bedroom. 

Prosecutor Kate Stephenson said that 
as Mr Gross got up to investigate four

other men, all dressed in black with 
scarves masking their faces, entered the 
room. 

One was carrying a machete 
described as having an 18-inch long 
blade. 

The man with the machete made

demands for money before Mr Gross 
tried to throw his mobile phone to his 
girlfriend who had emerged from the 
bathroom after hearing a disturbance. 

The woman had been unable to get to 
the phone and as she retreated into the 
bathroom and locked herself in, Mr 


Gross was struck on the back of the leg 
with the blunt side of the machete 
which had a six-inch wide blade, 
inflicting a slight injury, said Mrs 
Stephenson. 

Chalk then entered the room and 
began gathering property including a 
laptop computer, mobile phone and a 
purse which were carried off from the 
flat as the gang fled when Mr Gross 
managed to used another phone to dial 
999. 

The incident, which took place while 
two other people were also present at 
the flat with Mr Gross, had left the 
victims shaken and concerned for their 
safety, the court was told. 

The court also heard that Chalk had 
committed the robbery just five days 
after being granted early release from 
prison. 

His criminal record included 27 
convictions for 55 separate offences. 
Dale had 14 previous convictions for 16 
offences. 

The duo were arrested soon after the 
crime and eventually pleaded guilty, 
although Dale only admitted robbery on 
the basis that he had not been involved 
with the machete attack. 

Appearing for Dale, loanne Eley said 
that he had only met Chalk and the 
other men, who came from Cambridge 
and were still at large, earlier the same 
week. 

Sentencing Chalk and Dale, Judge 
John Devaux told them: “This was a 
violent, planned robbery in the home of 
the victim.” 
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More than 100 
caught defying 
seat belt law 

MORE than 100 fixed penalty 
tickets were issued by police 
during a week long clamp-down 
on seat-belt wearing. 

The Suffolk-wide campaign 
ended on Sunday, February 21 
and was linked with a European 
police blitz. 

Of the 101 £60 fines issued, 94 
were for drivers not wearing seat 
belts and seven were for 
passengers. 

So far this year the weekly 
average of fixed penalty fines 
issued in Suffolk for seat-belt 
offences is 41. During this 
campaign that number was more 
than doubled. 

This year’s figure also shows a 
slight increase on a similar 
campaign run in September last 
year, where 92 tickets were 
issued. 

Chief Inspector Mike Bacon, 
from Suffolk’s roads policing unit, 
said: “The results of this 
campaign make it all too 
apparent that there are still too 
many people who are ignoring 
road safety messages. It is 
disappointing that so many fixed 
penalty notices were issued, one 
person knowingly taking a risk 
like this is too many, let alone 101. 

“I cannot understand why 
people don’t wear their seat-belt. 
It’s a simple and quick task of 
which the importance should not 
be underestimated. Even on short 
journeys or at low speeds seat- 
belts can mean the difference 
between life and death. We will 
continue to crackdown on this 
offence throughout the year and I 
would appeal to all motorists and 
passengers to wear their seat- 
belts on every journey.” 

Any motorists caught without a 
seat-belt will be given an on-the- 
spot fixed penalty of £60 and 
could face a fine of up to £500 if 
the case goes to court.

Late budget holds 
up council tax 


COUNCIL tax setting was 
delayed by five days because a 
parish council was late in 
declaring its budget. 

Forest Heath District Council had to 
hold an extra meeting on Monday to 
finish the legal formalities of setting the 
council tax. 

The district council could not finish its 
tax setting formalities on Wednesday of 
last week because the parish council at 
Dalham had not declared its precept - 
the amount required from tax payers for 
its services. 

But the parish held a meeting at the 
weekend and was able to give the 
necessary details to the district council’s 
finance chiefs in time for the formalities 
to be completed. 

In the meantime the district council 
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has set a tax level for its own services of 
£137.43 for an average band D property - 
an increase of 2.97 per cent up from the 
current year’s level of £133.46. 

In Newmarket the total tax for a band 
D property, including Suffolk County 
Council, Police Authority and town 
council elements, will be £1,507.05 - the 
third highest in the district. 

The village of Moulton is the second 
highest at £1,510.58 and Mildenhall is 
the highest at £1,519.27. 

Andrew Claydon, the council’s 
strategic director (resources), predicted 
council tax rises of 4.99 per cent - just 
below the government limit - for the next 


three years. He reported to councillors 
that savings of £974,000 were being 
made in 2010/11 with more than £1.7 
million of savings in 2011/12 and more 
than £2 million in the following two 
years. 

Cllr Ian Radford, leader of the district 
council’s Liberal Democrat opposition 
group, said the council could have 
avoided a council tax increase by 
scrapping spending more than £60,000 
on a parking survey by consultants in 
Newmarket. 

But Cllr Stephen Edwards, the 
council’s Conservative corporate services 
chairman, said the cash amount of 
council tax for district services was the 
lowest in Suffolk. 

“The people of Forest Heath should be 
quite pleased and proud of that,” he said.

She said: “She has lived in Lode her 
whole life and to reach 100 is 
fantastic.”

Repairs begin 
on town’s 
two car parks 

NEARLY £21,000 is being spent by a 
council on repairs to two car parks. 

Damage caused when a car was 
deliberately set alight in 
Newmarket’s Guineas Centre car 
park in October is to be repaired 
during March. 

The fire, on the ground floor of the 
multi-storey car park, damaged the 
surface and the ceiling above the 
burned car. The blaze left the area 
blackened by smoke. 

At the same time, car park 
markings and signs are to be 
renewed. Similar work is also to be 
carried out in the town’s Rous Road 
car park. 

The council has previously spent 
around £7,000 on repairs to light 
fittings and painting out graffiti in 
the car park. 

Forest Heath District Council has 
warned drivers that the work will 
mean that some spaces will be out of 
use at times as well as limited access 
to the stairwells from Monday this 
week. 

Contractors will use signs to direct 
vehicles away from where they are 
working. 

The upper levels - four and five - 
of the Guineas car park were due to 
be closed on Wednesday and the 
entire car park will be closed on 
Sunday, March 21, and the following 
Sunday, March 28, only the lower 
level will be open. 

Rous Road car park, behind the TK 
Maxx store, will be closed on Sunday. 


Council acls on 
bus complaints 


COMPLAINTS about 
changes to bus timetables 
are set to be taken up by 
councillors. 

Members of Newmarket Town 
Council are recommending that 
the service cuts made by Stage¬ 
coach last month are referred to 
Suffolk County Council. 

Regular bus users have com¬ 
plained that the cuts to the 
Stagecoach services in the town 
have meant missed connections 
and late arrivals for work. 

Cllr Peter Hulbert, a regular bus 
user, raised the issue at a meeting 
of the town council’s community 
services committee. 

“People aren’t happy at all,” he 
said. “They are worried about their 
jobs. 
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“The first bus at Noel Murless 
Drive, near where I live, is at 
9.08am which is no good for 
people who need to be in the town 
centre to start work at 9am. It used 
to be at 8.33am.” 

He said there were also 
problems with evening buses to 
Newmarket from Bury St 
Edmunds and Cambridge which 
had also been cut. 

“Buses are there to serve the 
community,” said Cllr Hulbert. “I 
know Stagecoach have got 
problems, but haven’t we all?” 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, who chairs 
the community services com¬ 
mittee, said the recommendation 


would be considered by the town 
council on March 22. 

“The only action we felt we 
could take was to write to Suffolk 
County Council to draw their 
attention to the fact that there are 
problems with the buses in this 
part of the county. 

“Clearly Stagecoach is a 
commercial operation and has to 
make money. As a town council 
there’s not a lot we can do about 
it.” 

Stagecoach has come under fire 
for fare increases and service cuts. 

But the company’s managing 
director Andy Campbell has said 
the cuts had been made to loss¬ 
making routes which could not be 
sustained. 


Consultation on parking 

THE next stage in preparing a 
“parking strategy” for Newmarket will 
be a drop-in event at which residents 
and businesses can give their views. 

Consultant Colin Buchanan is stag¬ 
ing the public consultation session at 
Palace House Mews between 2pm 
and 8pm on Tuesday. 

The London-based consultants are 
preparing a “strategy” on behalf of 
Forest Heath District Council. 


Memorial may win a facelift 


A PROMINENT memorial 
could be given a facelift, if 
councillors agree. 

The Cooper Memorial in 
Newmarket is a listed building 
and more than 100 years old. 

The town council’s comm¬ 
unity services committee is 
recommending that it should 
be cleaned and re-sealed at a 
cost of £3,500. The work is 
subject to approval by the full 


council on March 22. 

The work will not include the 
costly restoration of the 
memorial’s water feature and 
horse trough. 

The memorial stands on the 
green at Birdcage Walk at the 
Cambridge end of the town. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, who 
chairs the committee, said: “I 
think it would improve an 
entrance to the town.”

Wildlife site to be cleared of rubbish 


TONS of rubbish are expected to 
be cleared from a wildlife site in a 
major blitz by volunteers and 
community organisations. 

Gas cylinders, tyres and 
hazardous waste are among 
around 30 tons of fly-tipped 
rubbish which is expected to be 
collected from Red Lodge Heath 
on Saturday. 

The area, which covers around 
50 acres, has been declared a Site 
of Special Scientific Interest 
(SSSI), and is the home of 
nationally rare five-banded tailed 
digger wasp cerceris 
quinquefasciata as well as rare 
plants. 


The clear-up is the first stage in 
a campaign to improve the area 
and stop it being used for illegal 
motor-cycle riding and other anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

The volunteers will include 
members of the Red Lodge 
Conservation Group, Mildenhall 
Safer Neighbourhood Team and 
USAF personnel from the 
neighbouring air bases together 
with people undertaking 
community service as part of 
court sentences for crimes. 

Once the work has been done, 
contractors will begin to install 
fencing to keep out motor-cycles, 
quad bikes and other vehicles. 


The work is the first part of a 
management plan funded by 
Natural England and Forest Heath 
District Council. 

The district council funding is 
provided through a planning 
agreement with developers 
building new homes in the village.

FLOWER growers Brian 
and Pearl Sulman have 
won a top award from the 
Royal Horticultural Society. 

The couple, whose nursery is 
based in Mildenhall where Mr 
Sulman is chairman of the parish 
council, have now been awarded 
the Society’s Anthony Huxley 
Trophy for their display of 
pelargoniums at last year’s 
Hampton Court Flower Show. 

It is the first time they have 
won the award for best exhibit in 
an RHS show since they have 
been exhibiting at the country’s 
top shows and it came as the 
couple have decided to sell their 
business with a view to retire. 

The couple have won a total of 
47 RHS gold medals, including six 
at the Chelsea Flower Show and 
seven at Hampton Court. 

Mr Sulman said: “It was good to 
get this award because we had 
got to the stage where we were 
thinking: ‘What else can we 
win?”’ 

But the award was tinged with 
sadness when Mr Sulman’s father 
died just days before the 
presentation in London. 

The couple met at horticultural 
college in 1963 and took on the 
business previously run by Mrs 
Sulman’s father in 1974. 

They each specialised in 
different varieties of 
pelargoniums before combining 
them into a single business. 

Their RHS medal tally includes 
56 silver gilt, 55 silver and 10 


bronze. 

They have reduced the number 
of shows they will be attending 
this year but are still booked for 
the main events including 
Chelsea, Hampton Court, BBC 
Gardeners’ World Live at 
Birmingham’s NEC and Tatton 
Park. 


“With 47 gold medals so far it 
would be nice to bring the total 
up to 50 to go out on a high,” said 
Mr Sulman, 65. 

They are also planning an open 
weekend at their nursery in 
Kingsway, Mildenhall, on fune 5 
and 6 - if they have not sold the 
business by then.

Apologies for 
disruption 

Sir, As the project manager for 
the new Sainsbury’s store in 
Mildenhall, replacement 
facilities for the social and 
bowls clubs and new town 
centre car park, I would like to 
apologise for the disruption 
the works have caused to 
parking in the town. 

We recognise that whether you 
are visiting the town centre to 
shop, or whether you run a 
small business in Mildenhall, a 
car park which is full at peak 
times is an irritating 
inconvenience. 

Whilst it is an unavoidable fact 
that the building work has 
resulted in the temporary loss 
of some spaces, we will do 
everything we can to keep 
disruption to a minimum. 

At least 176 spaces will be 
available at all times during 
the works, going up to 195 at 
the end of each week from 
Friday to Sunday. 

Subject to archaeological 
investigations, the temporary 
car park on fubilee Fields is 
due to open in the second half 
of April, at which point the 
number of spaces available 
will go up to 211.

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Penalty system on 
Illegals ‘Is working’

IMMIGRATION officials 
made unannounced 
visits to two businesses 
in the Newmarket and 
Mildenhall areas to 
check on illegal workers. 

Although no illegal immi¬ 
grants were found, the UK 
Border Agency said it demon¬ 
strated the effectiveness of the 
civil penalty system. 

Both businesses, New 
Ocean City Chinese takeaway 
in Old Station Road, New¬ 
market, and VY Nails in 
Market Place, Mildenhall, 
have previously been fined for 
using illegal workers. 

Jack Davis, chief immi¬ 
gration officer from the Local 
Immigration Team for Suffolk 
and North-East Essex, said: “It 
is clear neither of these firms 
wanted a repeat of the fines 
that were levied against them 
previously and have taken the 
appropriate positive action. 

“That’s really good news 
and demonstrates just how 
effective the civil penalties 
system is as a deterrent for 
businesses against employing 
foreign nationals with no per¬ 
mission to work in the UK.” 

VY Nails was caught with 
one illegal worker last April

and was fined £5,000. 

New Ocean City was caught 
with four illegal workers in 
February last year and was 
fined £20,000. 

The illegal workers were 
deported. 

The civil penalty system 
was introduced in 2008 to 
provide a fast and effective 
way of tackling bosses who 


fail to carry out proper checks. 
A fine of up to £10,000 per 
worker can be imposed for 
every illegal worker found at a 
business. 

No one could be reached for 
comment at New Ocean City 
or VY Nails. 

The UK Border Agency 
asked anyone who knows 
about illegal workers to call

Hospital’s 
helipad plan 

ADDENBROOKE’S 
Hospital looks set to 
build its long-awaited 
helipad after plans 
were submitted for the 
potentially life-saving 
landing spot. 

After years of cam¬ 
paigning and fund¬ 
raising by groups and 
individuals, hospital 
bosses have lodged 
detailed plans for a 
helipad on land south 
of the Rosie maternity 
hospital. 

Patients arriving by 
helicopter are cur¬ 
rently forced to land at 
the Gog Magog Golf 
Club and travel by land 
ambulance to the Hills 
Road hospital.

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Professor hopes blog will help 
others with degenerative disease 


S ITTING in his 
garden office - a 
wood-panelled 
room lined with 
books, family photos 
and mementoes from 
numerous trips 
abroad - Professor 
Mark Cato is in a 
buoyant mood. 

Pointing at his computer 
screen, he explains: “Today’s 
a red letter day! Look! My 
blog has just passed the 
200,000 hit mark. Can you 
believe it? And that’s only in 
nine months. I just find that 
staggering...” 

Mark’s blog, titled Dying 
to Live, charts his ongoing 
battle with Motor Neurone 
Disease (MND). It’s a battle 
the father-of-two will never 
win: he estimates that 50 
per cent of people 
diagnosed with MND die 
within 14 months; the other 
half live an average of two to 
five years. 

“I knew straight away I 
had a five-year death 
penalty,” he says. “They did 
say one in 10 people can go 
for 10 years, so I put my 
hand up and said ‘I’ll take 
that one!’ But I’m nearly 76; 
I’ve had a good run. I’d like 
another 20 years, of course, 
but I’m not going to get it.” 

A progressive

Degeneration of those 
neurones leads to the 
weakness and wasting of 
muscles, causing loss of 
mobility and, eventually, 
difficulties with speech, 
swallowing and breathing. 
It’s a terminal illness. 

“I can’t pretend I was 
excited about having it,” 
continues Mark, 
“particularly when I read 
about all the awful things 
that are going to happen to 
me, about how I’m going to 
die, which is horrible. 

“When it hits the throat, 
that’s the ultimate finish. 
You can’t swallow, can’t 
speak, can’t breathe; you die 
of suffocation or drowning 
in fluid from your lungs. 

“Not that I’m afraid of 
dying: I have absolutely no 
fear of death. And I don’t 
believe in God. I just pray 
I’m right. If not, Peter will 
say ‘Sorry, chum, you didn’t 
believe in me - you can go 
to the other place’.” 

With that, Mark gives a 
hearty laugh, then takes a 
large sip of his favourite 
China tea. It’s served in a 
beaker, complete with a 
very long straw. That’s the 
only way Mark can drink it: 
he lost the use of his hands 
to MND months ago. “The 
first hand went quite 
quickly; the other stayed a 
little longer,” he explains. 
“And it’s just unbelievable. It 


drives me crazy.” 

Even though Mark knows 
he’s fighting a losing battle, 
it’s clear he has no 
intention of giving up. The 
owner of an ingenious 
mind - over an incredibly 
colourful lifetime, he’s 
been crowned World 
Monopoly Champion (he 
was, jointly, the first ever, 
back in 1972) and devised 
an automated egg-boiling 
device, called the Perfegg 
Timer - Mark has come up 
with all kinds of nifty 
solutions to his physical 
problems. 

“This,” he says proudly, 
“is my smoking stick”, 
gesturing towards a 
wooden kitchen roll 
holder; it’s fitted with three 
metal clips, one, he 
explains, for each size of 
cigar he favours (the largest 
fits a Monte Cristo). As he 
demonstrates, once a lit 
cigar is snug in a clip, he 
can puff away hands-free. 

Other clever ideas 
include attaching key-rings 
to zips (making them 
easier to get hold of), 
sewing large loops to his 
underpants (so he can pull 
them up unaided) and 
replacing his trouser flies 
with velcro (again, so he 
can take them on and off 
himself). 

“I had some people here 
from Coventry University 
this week,” adds Mark. 
“They’ve taken away five of 
my designs and seemed 
pretty excited about a 


couple of them in 
particular. They aren’t just 
designed to help people 
with MND, you see. They 
could make a real 
difference to the elderly, 
people with arthritis ...” 

A law professor, who’s 
spent the last 10 years 
lecturing in China, Mark 
explains that’s why he 
started the blog - to help 
both himself and other 
people, “the sick, the 
terminally ill and the 
depressed”. 

“I had prostate cancer 10 
years ago, but that’s 
another story, which we’ll 
come on to,” he explains. “I 
decided then that I wanted 
to give something back; the 
way I see it, all my life I’ve 
been a taker. 

“My motto, as people 
who read the blog will see, 
is ‘caring through sharing’. 
It’s a diary, following me 
dying. But there is also a lot 
of humour in it - anecdotes 
and jokes. 

“If people can chuckle 
for five minutes, and 
realise that life maybe isn’t 
as bad as they think, well, 
that’s what it’s all about, 
really. That’s the reason I’m 
doing this interview.” 

Pointing out a pair of 
bulging ring-binders on the 
table, Mark explains they 
contain a copy of his 
autobiography written, not 
for publication, but for his 
family. It is, he admits, 
quite a story. 

“I have no real memories

of my life before the age 
of 16; it was not a happy 
childhood,” he says. 
Despite sitting university 
entrance exams aged just 
15, and getting a place, 
Mark explains his mother 
couldn’t afford to send 
him. Instead, he went to 
work for an architect, 
“like the original Colonel 
Blimp, with a shiny pate 
and bristling moustache”, 
and ended up training as 
a surveyor, achieving 
chartered status at 21. 

“I was an old man at 
21, really,” continues 
Mark, who was then sent 
to first Australia and then 
Arabia, before settling 
back in England with his 
wife, Alice. The couple, 
who live in the Saffron 
Walden area, have now 
been married for almost 
47 years and, as well as 
two children, have three 
grandchildren. 

It was while overseas, 
in the late 1970s, that 
Mark had a near-fatal 
accident. “I was playing 
polo against the British 
Army,” he recounts, 
taking another swig of 
tea. “I played off +2, 
which I believe was the 
same as Princes Philip 
and Charles. Anyway, this 
chap yelled forward, I 
galloped forward and he 
drove the ball 20 yards 
straight into the back of 
my neck. Turns out it 
smashed four vertebrae. 

“I didn’t fall off, I got 
my breath back and 
played on. It wasn’t until 
years later, when my left 
arm started tingling, and 
my right leg, that I knew 
anything was wrong.” 

Going to hospital for 
an X-ray, Mark, who was 
then running his own 
property company, was 
admitted on the spot: 
investigations showed 
that his neck was being 


held together by a 
frighteningly thin piece 
of bone (thinner than his 
drinking straw, Mark 
says). “They said my 
neck could have snapped 
at any moment,” he 
adds. “Eight weeks to the 
day I took the casing off 
and went to play 
squash.” 

Mark refutes the 
suggestion he has a 
‘gung-ho’ attitude to life. 
“I’ve just had a lot of 
fun,” he grins. “If I had to 
describe myself, I would 
say I’m 40 going on 35.1 
have a lot of good mates 
and we still go out and 
get a little bit drunk in 
London. In a way, you 
could say I’m living the 
childhood now I missed 
out on as a young man.” 

“I came back in a taxi 
the other day and, when 
I tried to get out, I 
couldn’t,” continues 
Mark. “I’d had a good 
lunch, I’ll admit that. But 
it happens to me 
sometimes: my legs are 
weakened by the MND. 
The driver just sat there, 
impassive, as if to say 
‘I’ve seen so many 
hopeless drunks before’.” 

Having always 
dreamed of being a 
lawyer, Mark decided to 
retrain in his 40s; at 59, 
he graduated from King’s 
College, London, with an 
MSc - and he’s been 
writing and lecturing on 
arbitration ever since. He 
visits China every year, 
where he is affiliated to 
two universities. 

Mark, who says Alice is 
an incredible source of 
support, goes on to say 
that his fight with cancer 
is also documented on 
his website, www.dmark 
cato.com 

After a radical 
prostectomy, which left 
him totally incontinent, 


he was declared in 
remission. But he’s been 
dealing with the after¬ 
effects of the surgery ever 
since; among other 
things, he now has an 
implant in his scrotum 
which allows him to 
control his urinary tract. 

“Everything about my 
life is undignified now,” 
he says. 

Always very sporty, 
Mark says he was super- 
fit when he was 
diagnosed with MND, in 
April 2008. “I was going 
to the gym three times a 
week and burning 1,000 
calories a time,” he says. 
“I noticed my left hand 
was dragging a bit... I 
went for a check-up, got 
referred and was 
diagnosed with MND. 

“Don’t think I’m happy 
about it: I’m not. I do get 
a bit low from time to 
time, though not often. 
I’m always busy: I still 
come into this office 
every day and do a day’s 
work.” 

With the issue of 
assisted suicide very 
much in the news, Mark 
says he has thought a lot 
about it. “When I get 
anywhere near that stage, 
when it gets to my throat, 
I’m going to have a 
couple of bottles of 
Bollinger, soft music, my 
family around me, the 
old photos out, and I’m 
going to slip away, while I 
can still do it myself,” he 
says. 

“I believe we all have 
the right over our own 
body. Even from what 
you’ve seen of me, what 
do you think would be 
the point of me lying 
there, a total vegetable, 
unable to speak or move 
or swallow? It just isn’t 
me, is it?” 

Until then, Mark is 
determined to live his life 
as fully as possible - and 
to have as much fun as 
time will allow. He also 
intends to keep penning 
his blog, which he writes 
on a voice-activated 
computer. 

“As I said, I hope 
reading it will make some 
people smile,” adds 
Mark. “Then I will feel 
I’ve done a good job. I 
hope people will realise 
you can overcome 
adversity and still have 
some fun out of life.”

A £1.2 MILLION refurb¬ 
ishment of Newmarket's 
civic hall should be 
complete in time for its 
centenary next year. 

Councillors said the work at 
the Memorial Hall in High Street, 
should start this autumn and take 
around six months to complete. 

The hall, given to the town to 
commemorate King Edward VII, 
was “inherited” by the town 
council 10 years ago and is now 
about to undergo a long-awaited 
revamp. 

The town council is borrowing 
£1 million to pay for the work and 
cost of repayments has pushed 
up the council tax. 

But Cllr Mick Jefferys, deputy 
mayor, said the £30,000 annual 
interest repayments would be 
offset by savings in the annual 
maintenance costs for the hall of 
£ 20 , 000 . 

The work will include renewing 
the heating and electric systems, 
building new toilets, kitchen and 
bar area, extending the stage, 
improving changing facilities and 
a two-storey side extension 
which will create a new upstairs 
meeting room. 


The town council’s offices will 
move downstairs to the foyer area 
to make them more accessible to 
the public. 

While the work is carried out 
the town council will have to find 
temporary offices and a meeting 
room. 

The weekly indoor market is 
likely to be suspended while the 
work on the hall is under way - 
unless an alternative venue can 
be found. 

Cllr Jefferys said: “The 
inconvenience is a small price to 
pay for getting a good facility.” 


He said the revamped hall 
could bring in more money in 
bookings and could be used for 
wedding receptions and possibly 
more regular concerts. 

“It’s a very practical solution to 
make a community hall for the 
people of Newmarket. 

“We’re delighted we have 
reached this stage,” he said. 

Cllr Jane Bailey, the mayor, 
said: “There’s nothing like this in 
the town and a town the size of 
Newmarket should have a proper 
facility for its residents and a 
town hall.”

Rare visitor drops in to take 
advantage of old apple tree 


Author and local ornithologist 
Martin Walters reports on a rare 
bird sighting. 


IN A GARDEN near our house stands 
one old apple tree. Many people pass 
by and think, “What's that ugly old tree 
doing there? Why doesn’t anyone tidy 
up the garden and cut it down?” 

But I love that tree, and I’m not the only 
one. I’ll tell you why. 

Every year it produces beautiful apples 
that no-one gathers - most of them falling 
onto the ground below to rot - food for 
blackbirds, slugs and woodlice. Goldfinches 
often sit in its upper branches, and 
chaffinches use it as a song-post and have, I 
believe, built their nest there as have great 
tits, in its natural holes. 

Last Saturday I was gazing out of my 
window and noticed much activity in the tree 

- it was full of birds. There were a few 
starlings, and the odd redwing and blackbird, 
but I looked closer and noticed a pair of 
blackcaps too, as well as blue tits and great 
tits. The bark of the tree is gnarled, and parts 
of it are rotten. But this means that as well as 
offering delicious fruit for the birds, it is also 
full of tasty insects, and has ideal holes for 
the tits to nest in. One day a great spotted 
woodpecker lurched in and spent a while 
carefully inspecting the nooks and crannies 
for grubs. 

But this year the tree has excelled itself. 
One of the starlings didn’t look quite right - 
too sleek, too grey. Then the penny dropped 

- ‘my’ tree had attracted a waxwing - a rare 
visitor from Scandinavia, chased south by 
even colder weather in northern Europe. So 
simultaneously, or very close in time, the 
elderly tree held: blackbird, blackcap, blue tit,

fieldfare, great tit, redwing, song fhrush, 
starling, waxwing and wren. 

The next day the waxwing was back, with 
another, and the day after that there were 
three. Exotic and proud-looking, they would 
happily feed on the apples, seemingly 
untroubled and unnoticed by people walking 
past. 

They have a routine - appearing each 
morning for a feed, then flying off, to appear 
again for another snack around tea time. 
Sometimes they utter a strange slurred 
whistling contact call, possibly indicating 
mild alarm. They are approachable, with 
care, and appear to be quite untroubled by 
people (maybe they don’t normally see 
many) though they are also watchful and 
alert - wary and disdainful, yet somehow 
quite tame - odd behaviour that suits their 
rather bizarre appearance. They remind me 
of small parrots. 

So, long live the old apple tree, and may 
this serve as a plea to gardeners not to 
worry if their garden looks untidy - nature 
likes it that way, and so do bird watchers.

£1.5m arcade 
plan rejected 


COUNCILLORS have 
ruled out spending 
public money on a 
£1.5 million arcade 
scheme. 

But the man behind the 
project in Newmarket is 
still hopeful that it will go 
ahead and on Friday was 
explaining the details to 
MP Richard Spring. 

Property consultant 
Angus Critchley-Waring 
has drawn up the scheme 
in conjunction with 
national experts. 

He is proposing that 
the existing Premier 
Travel shop in the High 
Street is converted into an 
arcade linking with the 
historic Palace House and 
Palace House stables 
complex behind it. 

He said the arcade 
would provide an 
important link from the 
High Street to the stables, 
which are due to be 
developed into a major 
tourist attraction. 

After a Forest Heath 
District Council meeting 
where councillors voted 
against spending public 
money on the scheme, he

said: “They don’t know 
what they’re doing.” 

Cllr Bill Bishop, who 
proposed that the council 
should acquire the 
property “with the utmost 
urgency,” walked out of 
the meeting when it 
became clear that 
councillors would vote 
there and then on 
whether to support it. 

He said he had been 
told the issue would be 
referred to the 
community services 
committee for further 
consideration. 

But Cllr Nigel Roman, 
deputy leader of the 
council and chairman of 
the community services 
committee, said: “We do 
think it’s a good idea. But 
we can’t afford it.” 

Cllr Roman said the 
council’s budgets had 
been set and another 
project would have to be 
dropped to find the 
money for the arcade. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers 
said: “Locally and 

nationally we are facing a 


cliff-edge in public 
finance. 

“We’re not in a position 
where we can invest this 
kind of money in this 
kind of scheme.” 

Councillors have 
already had a private 
presentation of the 
scheme. 

Mr Spring said: “Mr 
Critchley-Waring’s vision 
to create an arcade 
linking the High Street to 
the Palace House Stables 
in Newmarket is most 
imaginative. 

“It is important to 
attract shoppers and 
tourists to the town 
centre to stimulate 
interest in Newmarket.” 

Nigel McCurdy, the 
council’s strategic 
director (services), said: 
“We have no operational 
requirement for premises 
on the High Street.” 

He said the Home of 
Horseracing Trust, which 
is promoting the £10.9 
million development of 
Palace House stables as a 
tourist attraction, did not 
feel the arcade was 
“intrinsic” to the success 
of the project.

AN extraordinary meeting of 
Cheveley Parish Council was 
held recently to discuss the 
Right of Way Application 
through Duchess Park.

It was decided to request that 
six additional grit bins be 
situated throughout the two 
wards of the parish at sites 
identified by councillors. There 
was some concern that roads 
the parish council had been 
informed had been treated 
during the recent cold spell had 
not been gritted at any time. 

The clerk was asked to enquire 
whether an auditing system 
was in place and, if so, whether 
any checks had been carried 
out. 

An invitation from East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
to identify land that could be 
used to develop and implement 
a tree planting scheme to create 
permanent woodlands across 
the district was considered. It 
was decided to inform them 
that the parish could be 
interested in this and to suggest 
that they contact Barratt Homes 
regarding the possibly of 
utilising land at Duchess Park.

History boys and 
lost traditions in 
Bennett’s classic 

ALAN Bennett's award-winning play, 
The History Boys, returns to Cambridge 
Arts Theatre for an extended two-week 
run in a new revival. 

Now considered a classic of modern 
drama since its debut at the National 
Theatre in 2004, the play won Olivier, 
Evening Standard, Critics' Circle, South 
Bank Show, New York Drama Critics' 
Circle and Tony Awards for Best New 
Play, delighting audiences and critics 
alike. 

One of the great plays of the decade, 
The History Boys is set in a school in 
the North of England where a 
boisterous bunch of bright, funny sixth- 
form boys are attempting to gain 
entrance to Oxford and Cambridge 
whilst fending off the distractions of 
sport and sex. 

In Bennett's much-loved play, 
staffroom rivalry and the anarchy of 
adolescence provoke insistent 
questions about history and how you 
teach it; about education and its 
purpose. 

A story of learning, in the broadest 
sense of the word, The History Boys is 
both a celebration of the buoyancy of 
youth and an elegy to lost traditions. 
The History Boys opened in May 2004 
at the National Theatre to rave reviews, 
a sell-out run and an extensive UK tour, 
winning more than 30 major awards 
including both Oliver and Tony Awards 
for Best New Play. In 2005, a film was 
made with the entire original cast, 
many of whom have subsequently 
become household names. This is the 
first major revival of the play since the 
original National Theatre production. 
Director Christopher Luscombe 
achieved tremendous success with his 
production of Alan Bennett's Enjoy in 
the West End.

Ravishing show but

They describe their latest 
ravishing production as both 
“vaudeville cabaret” and “jazz- 
age burlesque”. 

In this glittering show, the pair 
take the audience through a 
whirlwind tour of musical delights 
from days gone by. 

Stops include the fast-paced 
fun of 20s flappers, the jazz clubs 
of the 30s, the wartime melodies 
of the 40s, the mambo of the 50s 
and the psychedelic 60s. 

Eve and Emily-Jane first set up 
their musical double act under 
the name Short and Sweet in 
2009, performing at several 
Cambridge May Balls. 

They also performed at the 
Cambridge Union Society’s

GRIER’S unpublished Sword in 
the Soul receives a second 
performance in Trinity College 
Chapel, Cambridge, tomorrow in 
a free, non-ticketed event. 

Sword in the Soul combines 
music composed by Francis 
Grier with dramatic texts by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, the Rt 
Rev Rowan Williams. 

Narrating the story leading up 
to the crucifixion of Christ, the 
work was conceived as a 
meditation on the events of Good 
Friday. 

Eminent English poet Geoffrey 
Hill narrates alongside opera 
librettist and chaplain of Trinity 
College, Alice Goodman and 
acting dean of King's College 
Chapel, Richard Lloyd-Morgan.

The big film 


FROM PARIS WITH LOVE (15,92 
mins) Thriller. John Travolta, 
Jonathan Rhys Meyers, Kasia 
Smutniak, Amber Rose Revah, 
Richard Durden. 

Director: Pierre Morel. 

PARIS: The city of romantic 
overtures, fine cuisine, sartorial 
elegance, and crunching cars 
chases along the Avenue des 
Champs-Elysees. 

Director Pierre Morel returns to 
the scene of previous cinematic 
crimes for this explosive tour of 
the capital in the company of two 
mismatched American agents on 
a quest to dismantle a terrorist 
cell. 

Morel’s last film, Taken, at least 
had the good sense to cast Liam 
Neeson, an actor with gravitas, in 
the underwritten lead role of a 
father seeking justice. 

Here, he’s lumbered with the 
handsome yet inexpressive 
Jonathan Rhys Meyers, and John 
Travolta, an actor who has never 
been on speaking terms with 
subtlety and nuance. 

Ironically, it is Travolta’s 
voracious scenery-chewing and 
wide-eyed ravings which turn out 
to be the guilty pleasure of From 



Paris With Love, an otherwise 
dumb action adventure that 
clumsily pilfers scenes from the 
Bourne trilogy. 

Cast as a renegade US operative 
with a twitchy trigger finger, the 
Oscar-nominated star of Saturday 
Night Fever and Pulp Fiction is the 
one member of cast to treat Adi 
Hasak’s script with the disdain it 
deserves. 

And, in a cute nod to former 
glories, his remarkably athletic 
agent also gets to share his love 
of the local gastronomic delights. 
“Here, the locals call my vice a 
Royale with cheese,” he grins, 
barely resisting an urge to wink 
playfully at the camera. 
Government agent James Reese 
(Meyers) is desperate to impress 
the powers that be, and graduate 
from his current position as an 


ambassadorial aide. He gets his 
chance when he is asked to help 
Charlie Wax (Travolta) pass 
through Parisian customs and 
complete his secret peace 
mission. 

Unexpectedly partnered with a 
fast-talking stranger who turns 
out to be a gun-toting lunatic, 
James struggles to understand 
what his role in the mission might 
be as Charlie shoots anyone and 
everyone in his path. 

In the process, James acquires a 
vase full of cocaine and an 
incredibly tall tale to impart to his 
doting, seamstress girlfriend, 
Carolina (Smutniak). 

From Paris With Love is nonsense 
from lacklustre start to 
pyrotechnic-laden finish, and 
hinges weakly on the non-existent 
chemistry between the two male 
leads. 

Buddy movies demand sharp 
comic timing and a clearly defied 
narrative arc for the characters 
from distrust and irritation to 
mutual admiration. 

Morel’s film has none of these 
qualities, leaving Travolta to blast 
each location to smithereens as a 
spectacularly wooden Rhys 
Meyers pouts in the background.

Don’t leave it too late to 
buy your summer bulbs 


T he first daffodils may 
barely be out, but 
already you should be 
thinking towards buying 
your summer-flowering 
bulbs for a riot of colour 
which will last you through 
the warmer months. 

Planting summer-flowering 
bulbs, such as lilies and gladioli, 
can provide dramatic effects in 
summer, as they provide height, 
structure, colour and often 
fragrance all in one go. 

Summer-flowering bulbs need 
a bit more care than spring ones. 
Lilies should be planted in early 
spring before the bulbs dry out, 
while dahlias, cannas and 
begonias are better started off in 
pots indoors, and then put out 
when all danger of frost has 
passed. 

Anyone who likes begonias 
should be scouring the garden 
centres now for new varieties. 
There are some amazing, 
unusual varieties, including B 
boliviensis, which looks more 
exotic than a traditional 
begonia. Its slender, fluted 
reddish orange flowers look

great hanging from a compact 
bush and contrasting well with 
the medium green, serrated 
foliage. 

You can fill a pot or hanging 
basket with just one plant, and 
they do best in humus-rich, free- 
draining soil in sun, or partial 
shade. Take them inside and 
store them in a frost-free place 
over the winter. 

Sow seeds of B. boliviensis 
now, or wait for the pot-ready 
plants to become available from 
around April. 

If you’re thinking about late 
summer, Crocosmia ‘Lucifer’ has 
been crowned 2010 Summer 
Bulb of the Year by industry 
professionals. 

Crocosmia grow very upright 


and to a height of about one 
metre, producing clumps of 
dense iris-like foliage along 
bronze green arching stems. 

Different bulbs need different 
soil types, but summer bulbs 
generally like a warm, sunny 
position. Free-draining soil is 
important as bulbs are 
susceptible to rotting. 

Hardy summer bulbs which 
don’t need lifting, such as 
alliums and crocosmia, are 
better off planted in the autumn, 
while more tender types such as 
gladioli, dahlias, cannas and 
callas, are started off in spring. 

The Royal Horticultural 
Society offers the following tips 
for successful bulb-growing in 
containers: 

■ For bulbs that are only going 
to spend one season in their 
container, use a mix of three 
parts multi-purpose compost 
with one part grit. For long-term 
container displays, use three 
parts John Innes No 2 compost 
mixed with one part grit. 

■ Plant at three times their 
depth and one bulb width apart. 

■ Water the bulbs regularly 
when in active growth, but you 


can reduce watering once the 
leaves start to die down and then 
through the dormant season. 
However, continue to check pots 
in winter, ensuring they do not 
dry out completely. 

■ To promote good flowering 
next year, feed the bulbs every 
seven to 10 days with a high- 
potassium fertiliser, such as a 
liquid tomato feed. 

Begin feeding as soon as shoots 
appear, and stop feeding once 
the foliage starts to die down at 
the end of the season. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
- Crocus 

These pretty pint-sized bulbs 
with goblet-shaped flowers bring 
a burst of colour to the garden in 
spring in shades varying from 
white and cream to yellow, pink 
and purple. 

They look very effective in 
drifts at the front of a mixed or 
herbaceous border, naturalised 
in grass or in a rock garden. 

Spring-flowering varieties 
should be planted in the autumn 
and autumn-flowering ones in 
late summer. 

Most prefer gritty, well- 
drained soil in full sun.

Honda’s 3R-C makes debut 


THE Honda 3R-C, a 
revolutionary one-person 
battery electric vehicle 
concept, will make its world 
debut in Geneva alongside 
the EV-N concept, to be dis¬ 
played for the first time in 
Europe.

When 
the vehicle is in motion, the 
canopy becomes an 
enveloping wind-shield that 
provides the pilot, who sits 
low in the vehicle, with 
significant protection from 
the bodywork and doors.

The 3R-C’s 
designers created a flexible 
cover that surrounds the 
upper torso to reduce 
exposure to bad weather 
and improve comfort.
